WHO’S WHO IN 
“LADIES OF CREATION” 


CHRYSTAL HERNE will return to 
Broadway in “Ladies of Creation” after 
an absence of more than a year. One of 
the most distinguished actresses of the 
modern theatre, she is the daughter of the 
famous actor-manager-playwright, James 
A. Herne, who wrote and played in 
“Shore Acres”, Hearts of Oaks”, and other 
successes of the Nineties. Growing up 
in the atmosphere of the theatre, Miss 
Herne was immediately recognized as a 
promising actress when she made her de- 
but as a young girl with John Mason in 
"Heeaevai Phinks®:. Her most recent 
and greatest success was in George Kel- 
ly’s Pulitzer Prize play, “Craig’s Wife.” 
Among the many Broadway productions 
in which she has been featured or starred 
are “Our Betters”, “Rosanne”, “The Ac- 
quittal”, “Expressing Willie’ and “The 
Grey Fox.” She recently won loud praise 
for her portrayal of the principal: char- 
acter in “The Last of Mrs. Cheyney” at 
the Cape Playhouse. 


JOON By LITEL, has played in many 
recent successes both in the East and in 
the West. He was born in Wisconsin and 
educated at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. His first appearance on the stage 
was with the Grace George Repertory 
Company. He later played in various 
stock companies from New York State to 
Nova Scotia. Then came the war and 
two years of service with the French 
-army, following which he made his first 
notable success in “Irene”. Since then he 
- has appeared on Broadway in “Thorough- 
bred”, with Ann Harding, “The Naked 
Truth”, “Adventure”, “Back Seat Driv- 
ers” and others. On the West coast he 
has appeared opposite Pauline Frederick 
and Charlotte Greenwood. 


JOHN MARSTON, who first saw the 
light of day in Wisconsin, was educated 
for the ministry but ran away to go on 
the stage. His first public appearance 
therefore was in direct contrast to what 
it might have been, for he signed with a 
musical comedy, “The Girl Question” 


then appearing at the La Salle Opera 
House in Chicago. One of Mr. Marston’s 
most notable successes was achieved in 
the original company of “The Bat”, one 
of the most exciting mystery plays ever 
produced, which ran for more than two 
and a half years on Broadway. Other 
well known productions in which he has 
appeared include Drinkwater’s “Robert E. 
Lee”, “The Goose Hangs High”, “Behold 
the Bridegroom” and “White Collars”. 


SPRING BYINGTON, is the most pop- 
ular actress in the Cape Playhouse resi- 
dent company. She became a great fav- 
orite last season with Cape Cod audiences 
and withdrew this spring from the play 
“Once in a Lifetime”, in which she ap- 
peared in a leading comedy role, to come 
to Dennis. Among the productions in 
which she has played prominent parts 
this summer are “Tea for Three”, “The 
Second Man”, “The Last of Mrs. Chey- 
ney”, and “Mrs. Moonlight”.

WHO’S WHO — Continued. 


FRANK MONROE has been a familiar 
figure to Broadway audiences for more 
than thirty years. Many theatre goers 
still remember his verbal fencing scene in 
“Alias Jimmy Valentine”, when he as the 
detective quizzed H. B. Warner as the 
reformed safe cracker. In 1921 he orig- 
inated the principal role in John Gold- 
en’s “Thank You” which he played for 
three seasons. “Cheating Cheaters’ and 
“Two Live Ghosts” also furnished import- 
ant roles for him. More recently Frank 
Monroe has been seen in “Alias the Dea- 
con’, “Two Girls: Wanted<; as\Dr. Rell- 
ing in “The Wild Duck” with Blanche 
Yurka, and “Apron Strings”: 


PAULA TRUEMAN began her thea- 
trical career in Fokine’s ballet at the Hip- 
podrome, New York, and later became a 
member of the Neighborhood Playhouse 
Repertory Company. This she followed 
with three seasons in the “Grand Street 
Follies” where the versatile young ac- 
tress gave impersonations in addition to 
her singing and dancing. Miss Trueman 
also played in “Love Nest” and in “Sweet 
and Low” with Fanny Brice. 


JOAN MARION recently returned from 
Europe where she has been vacationing 
and studying for the past year. She began 
her studies for the stage at the American 
Academy of Dramatic Art and before go- 
ing abroad played in several successful 
Broadway productions, including “Caesar 
and Cleopatra”, in which she also under- 
studied Helen Hayes and “Zeppelin”. On 
the west coast Miss Marion recently 
played a lead part in, “Gentlemen Prefer 
Blondes.” 


FRED STEWART began his stage car- 
eer while in college. While at Oglethorpe 
University he had his own little theatre in 
Atlanta, Georgia, for which he not only 
acted, but wrote the plays and built the 
scenery as well. In “quest-of more ex- 
perience he became associated with the 
Stuart Walker repertory company in Cin- 
cinnati, and for four years has been both 
actor and stage manager there. ‘“Holi- 
day”, “The Road to Rome”, “The Racket” 
and “Mr. Antonio” are some of the plays 


in which he has appeared. This season in 
Dennis he has played in “Tea for Three” 
and “The Last of Mrs. Cheyney”. 


CHARLES CAMPBELL was "born ein 
New York City and, strange to relate, on 
Broadway itself, of Scotch parentage. His 
education took place in New York and 
English schools, followed by a course at 
the Royal Academy of Dramatic Arts, 
London. In New York City Mr. Camp- 
bell has appeared with Margaret Anglin 
in “Lady Dedlock”, also “Jerry for Short”. 
Last season he was in the New York pro- 
duction of “The First Mrs. Fraser” with 
Grace George.
